Tabasco.—The New Orleans Picayune 
has received the following additional par- 
ticulars of the allack on Tabasco :

We learn from proper sources 


lhal about one hundred and fifty men, 
recruited for the 1st and 2d Infantry, will 
be despatched immediately for Tampico, 
A detachment ofthese troops has already 
arrived ; the remainder are expected to- 
day or to-morrow. 
Besides these, four 


companies of the new regiment of mount- 
ed riflemen, under Major Burbidge, will 
be sent to Tampico as soon as they ar- 
rive. 
They are hourly looked for. 


Capt. Helzel, of the Quartermaster's 


Department, has been despatched to Ba- 
ton Rouge for ordnance and munitions, 
and Captain Barnard, of the Engineers, 
will repair directly to Tampico to super- 
intend the erecting and arming of the 
necessary defences. 


Although the city was taken without 


the loss of blood, it is manifest that it is 
nol lo be surrendered without a struggle 
before peace is declared. 
The town is

The withdrawal of the 


Mexican garrison is evidence that Santa 
Anna is making preparations for a- de- 
monslralion upon a la^ge scale in "the di- 
rection of San Luis Potosi or Salsilfc— 
more probably at the former. 


We were gratified to learn that Gov. 


Johnson, as soon as he heard that the 
Mississippi had arrived at the Balize to 
procure men and munilions of war for 
lhe defence of Tampico, proffered for 
lhc use of the United States six 6 pound 
and three 9 pound brass pieces, togelher 
wilh 100 rounds ofball for oach gun, and 
50 rounds of gtapc shot. 
These guns 


are ready to go on board ship—have 
been accepted and will be immediately 
despatched lo Tampico. 
This is a com- 


mendable act of lhc executive of Louis'!- 
iana. 
The necessity of erecting fortifi-. 


cations at Tampico with expedilion is ap- 
parent; and lhe difference in lhe time 
required to bring ordnance from the near- 
est U. Stales depots, and in shipping 
such as is ready for use at once, might 
be faial to the occupation of lhat ianpor- 
lanl point.
